S.0.630(E). The following draft of certain rules, namely the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Transporting. Riding and Trekking Equine Rules, 2002 which the Central Government 
proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 38 of t(he P revention of 
Cruelty to animals Act, 1960 (59 of 1960), is hereby published as requiredlTy sub section 
(1) of the said section for information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after 
the expiry of the period of thirty days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of 
India in which this notification is published, are made available to the public; 

Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection or 
suggestion with respect to the said draft rules, may forward the same within thereby dates 
as aforesaid to the Secretary, Ministry of Statistics and Programme Implementation, 
Government of India, Sardar Patel Bhawan, New Delhi. The objections or suggestions 
received before the expiry of the period specified above shall be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the 

Prevention of Cruelty to Transporting, Riding and Trekking Equine Rules, 2002. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official 

Gazette. 

2. Definitions; - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Equine Operating License” means a license granted to an owner under these 
rules; 

(b) “Hill Areas” means all hill districts including those mentioned in Schedule-E 

(c) “Inspecting Officer” means hn officer authorised by the Prescribed Authority 
or the Licensing Authority or the members of any other animal welfare 
organisation registered with the Animal Welfare Board of India who have 
been authorised to inspect by the Prescribed Authority; 


1902 Gl/2002—4 
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(d) "Licensing Authority” means such officers of the veterinary department of the 
State or Union Territory or a Local Authority and includes any animal welfare 
organization registered with the Animal Welfare Board of India that the 
Central Government may by general or specific order appoint; 

(e) "Local Authority” means a Municipal Corporation, Municipal Committee, 
District Board, Notified Town Areas, Cantonment Board, Sub Divisional 
Magistrate, Block Development Officer or other authority for the time being 
vested by law with the control and administration of any matters within a 
specified local area; 

(f) “Owner” used with reference to an animal, includes not only the owner but 
also any other person for the time being in possession or custody of the 
animal, whether with or without the consent of the owner. 

(g) “Plain Areas” means all districts and areas which are not specified in 
Schedule-!; 

(h) “Prescribed Authority" means the Central Government or the State 
Government or the Animal Welfare Board of India or such other authority as 
the Central Government by genera! or by specific order appoint; 

(i) “Subsidiary Equine Operating License” means a license granted to any person 
operating an equine on behalf of a licensed equine operator; 

(j) “Transporting, Riding and Trekking Equines" means and includes all Equines 
including Ponies, Horses, Mules, Donkeys whether male or female, which are 
used for any purpose including transporting or riding or trekking; 

(k) "Riding Equine” means and includes those equines which are hired or let out 
for individual or group transport whether local or distant including those 
equines which are used for riding lessons or competition or joy rides; 

(l) “Trekking Equine” means those equines used for bearing any personal effects 
of or materials or supplies for individuals or groups traveling on foot, or 
mounted, through remote regions; 

(m) “Transporting Equine”; means those equines which are used for carrying any 
person or goods for one place to another. 

3, Prohibition of use of Equines-( 1) No person shall use any equine for the 
purpose of transporting or riding or trekking or as any other means of transporting 
person or goods from one place to another which is: 
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(i) affected with any illness, or disease which is contagious; or 
(it) infectious or parasitic, or otherwise, or with any injury, or 
muscular or skeletal deformity; or 

(iii) less then 3 years of age; or 

(iv) pregnant; or 

(v) judged to have a Condition Score of less than 2 or greater 
than 4, according to the Body Condition Scoring of Equines 
as prescribed in Schedule-11 of these Rules. 

(2) No person shall use any equine for the purpose of transporting or 
riding or trekking or as any other means of transporting person or 
goods from one place to another whose hooves are;__ 

(i) in a broken, elongated, twisted or diseased condition or 

(ii) not trimmed properly; oiv_ 

(iii) require re-shoeing. 

Explanation - For the Purpose of this rule, - 

(i) “deformity” includes the distortion of any internal or 
external organ or body system. Deformity or ear pinnae, 
tail, (if they are not infected with disease and if there is no 
exposure of skin), small benign tumors (not more than 1” in 
diameter), permissible variation in body shape (to be 
certified by licensing authority) would be excluded; 

(ii) “Injury” includes damage to any soft tissue, cartilage, skin, 
muscle, ligament or tendon, or fracture, or breakage of any 
bone or joint. 

4. Prohibition on use of Equines without license.- N o owner of an equine shall use 
the equine for transporting or riding or trekking or as a mean of transporting 
goods or persons from one place to another unless he has obtained a Equine 
Operating License or the person operating the equine on behalf of the owner of 
the equine has obtained a Subsidiary Equine Operating License. 

5. Grant of License,- (11 An application for the grant of an Equine Operating 
License or Subsidiary Equine Operating License shall be made to the Licensing 
Authority in Form-1 and form-2 respectively as appended to these rules, which 
shall contain such particulars as given in form 1 and 2 and be accompanied by 
fee of Rs. 200/- per application. 

(2) On receipt of an application the Licensing Authority shall call for a report 
from the concerned Inspecting officer or call for such other information as the 
Authority deems proper and shall satisfy itself on the following; 

(a) that the condition score of the equine is not less than 2 nor greater 
than 4 according to the Body Condition Scoring of Equines, 
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horses, mules and donkeys as specified in Schedule-II of these 
rules; 

(b) that there is no illness, injury or deformity in the equine in general; 

(c) that there is no illness, injury or deformity in the eyes (vision has 
to be normal), teeth, genitalia, hooves and all four legs in 
particular, of the equine. 

(3) The Licensing Authority after being satisfied by the said report and the 
information if any, received, may grant a Equine Operating License or Subsidiary Equine 
Operating License as applied for, in Form 3 and 4 respectively as appended to these 
rules. 


Posited that before such rejection, the applicant shall be given an operating of 
being head. 


(4) If the applicant does not fulfill the conditions specified in sub rule (2) of this rule, 
the licensing authority shall reject the application for grant of license provided that before 
such rejection the applicant shall be given and opportunity of being heard. 


6 Equine Identity Card.- The Licensing Authority while granting equine operating 
license shall also issue an equine identity card to the applicant containing the 
following particulars, namely:- 

(a) a frontal and a side photograph of the equine; 

(b) written and illustrated indications of any distinguishing marks 
(artificial or natural) on the body of the equine; 

(c) age. height, current weight and condition score. 

(d) name and address of the owner 

(e) the equine operating license number of the owner along with 
date of expiry. 

7. Duration and Renewal of License , - (1) A license issued under sub-rule (3) 
of rules 5 shall, unless revoked earlier, shall be valid for a period of three years 
from the date on which it was granted: 

Provided that such license may be granted for a shorter period if the licensing 
authority considers that it would be in the welfare of the animal that the license be 
granted for a shorter period. 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions contained in sub-rule (1), the owner may apply 
for renewal of the license granted under rule 5 in Form-5 along with renewal fee 
of Rs,100/= 
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(3) The license granted by the Licensing Authority shall be carried by the 

licensee at all times when the licensee is operating his equine. 

8. Terms and Conditions of Licensee,- The Licensing Authority while granting the 
license may impose the following conditions, beside such other conditions as it 
may deem fit to impose. The licensee shall ensure that:- 

(1) Health:_ 

(a) No ill, injured, deformed or mutilated equine is used for the purpose 
of carrying, pilgrimage, riding and/or trekking or as 

any other means of transporting person or goods from one place to 
another. 

(b) The licensee of any equine traveling more than five (5) kms from its 
home base shall carry the first-aid box for applying First-Aid to any ill 
or injured equine in his/her charge comprising items available from 
any local State Veterinary or Compounder’s Office; Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals or other animal welfare agency, or 
from local chemists, for treating wound or injury immediately. 
Each Equine First-Aid Kit shall comprise: scissors; equine antiseptics 
(liquid and ointments), and dressing materials i.e. cotton wool, gauze 
padding, bandages, and adhesive plaster. 

(c) Any equine that becomes ill, wounded or injured in the course of its 
use must be immediately halted and examined. If the equine is 
seriously injured and cannot be moved (e.g. due to a bone fracture or 
breakage), it shall be provided with such food, water, and protection 
from heat or cold that is available, while arrangements are made to 
obtain professional assistance as rapidly as possible. If the equine can 
be moved, it should be taken carefully to the nearest settlement where 
arrangements shall be made for its feeding, watering and safe-keeping 
until veterinary services can be obtained. 

(2) . Shelter: 

According to location, season and weather conditions, and other than for equines 
pastured in wilderness areas (‘jungle’), appropriate shelter, is provided to protect 
them from heat, cold, windy and wet weather, with sufficient space to lie down 
with head, neck and legs extended, and is kept clean and dry at all times, free of 
manure and debris such as wire, rope string, plastic or other similar materials, 
which could be harmful to them. 

(3) . Unenclosed Compounds. Ticket Lines’ and Other Tethering Places:- 

The ground of any place where equines are either loosely held, or are tethered to 
‘picket lines’ (a rope running along the ground between two or more pegs, to 
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which an equine is tied), trees, posts, etc., shall be kept clean and dry at all times, 
free of manure and debris such as wire, rope, string, plastic or other similar 
materials, which could be harmful to them. 

(4). Feed and Water: - 

Each equine shall be provided with food and water sufficient for its daily needs, 
and no food nor water may contain any substances which may cause them 
suffering or injury. 

(a) Each equine, whether at work or rest shall have a sufficient quantity of 
nutritious feed to maintain it at the minimum of Condition Score 2, but not 
greater than Condition Score 4, according to the Body Condition Scoring 
of Equines: horses, mules and donkeys as noted in Schedule-II of these 
Rules; 

(b) Each equine shall have access to forage feed during most of its non active 
hours. This maybe fresh grass, hay, chaff, or straw as appropriate or 
preferred. In addition working equines must receive, 2- 4 kgs + of grain, 
and/or grain and legumes, daily depending upon size and hours of work. 

(c ) Each equine shall either have access to a suitable supply of clean and fresh 
water drinking water each day, or be able to satisfy their fluid intake needs 
by other means. 


Note: 


(a) That an equine’s water requirements may range from a 
minimum of 15 liters (donkeys) to 70 litres, (large horses) 
daily, depending upon air temperature, humidity, 
bodyweight, amount of activity, and health. 

(b) Where fresh, running water is not available, water shall be 
provided in dean containers (troughs, barrels, or buckets), 
free of parasites, debris, manure, or any scum. 

(5). Harness and Saddlery: 

No driving harness, pack or riding saddle, that is broken or any part thereof is 
broken or has any harmful protrusions shall be used. 

(a) All hamess/saddlery repairs must be cleanly and neatly 
made, using the same or better, material as the original with 
no potential or actually harmful protrusions; 

(b) All pack and riding saddles must have a padding of 
minimum 2.5 cm (1”) thickness so that no injury is caused 
to equine due to pack or saddle. 
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(c) Every equine must be provided with either a saddle pad 
equal to, or greater than the surface area of the saddle, and 
extending downwards below the point where the girth is 
attached, and/or a saddle blanket sufficient to cover all 
exposed areas liable to be in contact with the saddle. 

(d) Every equine used for carrying any load down hill shall be 
fitted with a properly adjusted, clean and supple crupper 
attached to its saddle to prevent its load from sliding 
forward. In particular, the loop passing under the equine 
tail must be of firm, soft and regularly cleaned material: 
leather or cloth. It shall also be fitted with a harness made 
either of supple leather or woven yak hair, designed to pass 
around the equine buttocks and attached to the saddle 
insuch a way that the weight of the load, rather than being 
on the tail bone is taken up by the back of the hind legs; 

(e) Every equine used for carrying any load up-hill shall be 
fitted with a breast-plate, connected to the front of the 
saddle and passing in front of the equine’s shoulders to 
prevent its load from sliding backwards; 

(f) Every riding or pack saddle shall be provided with a girth 
made of clean and sufficiently supple material: leather, 
woven yak hair, or wide cotton webbing, that cannot rub, 
chafe, or cause any sores to the equine sides, the back of its 
legs or under its body. No plastics may be used in the 
construction of girths. 

(g) Every bridle and halter must be in good repair, fitted to the 
size of the equine’s head and properly adjusted. Without 
protruding parts, attachments, or rough edges able to harm 
any part of the equine’s head in any manner; 

(h) Only smooth, rounded bits may be used. Square, sharp, 
twisted, pointed or rough edged bits, or those using 
roundels, (rounded flat metal disks on the body of the bit), 
shall not be used 

(6). Terrain :- 

(a) In the case of plains areas, no equine shall be used for 
carrying, riding, trekking and other transportation purpose 
for more than 3 hours and/or 18 km. In a single stretch. 

(b) In the case of hill areas the above-mentioned limit shall be 
1 hours an/or 6 kms in a single stretch. 

(c) The equine shall be given feed and drinking water at 
regular intervals or in areas of sparse water supplies, as 
soon as possible, provided that the gap between two 
drinking and gap between two feeding shall not be more 
than 3 hours and 4 hours respectively. Further a break of 
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20 minutes after drinking of water and a break of 1 hour 
after feeding shall be given to the equine before the 
commencement of further use. 

(d) The maximum person or goods transporting load limit shall 
be: 


(i) . Fully-grown horse or pony between 11 and 13 hh: 

• 80-90 kg for normal terrain 

• 70-80 kg for hill areas 

• 60-70 kg for steep hills 

(ii) . Fully-grown horse or pony over 13hh shall be: 

• 90-100 kg for normal terrain 

• 70-90 kg for hill areas 

• 50-70 kg for steep hills. 

(iii) . Fully-grown mule between 11 and 13hh shall be: 

• 80-90 kg for normal terrain 

• 60-80 kg for hill areas 

• 40-60 kg for steep hills 


(iv) . Fully-grown mule over 13 hh shall be: 

• 80-100 kg for normal terrain 

• 70-90 kg for hill areas 

• 50-70 kg for steep hills 

(v) . Fully-grown donkey over lOhh shall be: 

• 60-80 kg for normal terrain 

• 40-60 kg for hill areas 

• 30-40 kg for steep hills. 


Explanation: hh means hand high (one hand high will be 4 inches and equine 
will be measured for its height from hooves of front leg upto withers. 

(7) Work Hours.- No equine shall work for more than 8 hours in a day. 

9. The Inspecting Authority.- The Licensee at least once in every six months shall 

produce the licensed equine before the Inspecting Officer for inspection for 
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certifying that the said equine has been dewormed, inoculated and does not suffer 
from any injury disease or illness and is fit for operation. 

10. Harmful Instruments, Equipment and Proiectiles.-N o person shall for the 
purpose of driving, leading or riding any equine, use a spiked stick or spiked 
sharp square or rough-edged bit, pointed or sharp wheeled spurs, or use any 
harness or yoke with spikes or knobs as projections, or any other sharp tack or 
equipment, which causes or is liable to cause any form of injury to any part of 
an equines body. Equines shall not be driven forward or away with stones, rocks, 
or other harmful projectiles. 

11. Branding.- No person including the equine owner or traditional healer, for 
assumed therapeutic or identification purposes, use a hot iron, or other heated 
instrument to brand , bum or make in any manner any part of an equine’s body. 

12. Tourism. Travel, Pilgrimage and Trekking Agency or Industry.-N o Tourist, 
Travel, Pilgrimage or Trekking Agency or Industry shall hire or use any equine 
for their purpose excepting those equines which have a valid equine identity card 
belonging to a person holding a valid equine operating license or a subsidiary 
equine operating license as prescribed under these Rules 

13. Inspections.- For the purpose of ensuring that the rules are being complied with 
the Inspecting Officer or any police officer above the rank of constable may call 
upon the person in whose custody the equine is found to produce the license and 
equine identity card for verification. The Inspecting Officer can inspect any 
equine at any time and place irrespective of whether the said equine is 
transporting or riding or trekking or being used for other similar purposes to 
satisfy himself about the physical fitness of the said equine. The Inspecting 
Officer or any Police Officer above the rank of Constable shall also verify that the 
terms and conditions of the license as well as the rules are being complied with. 
If the Inspecting Officer or the police officer is of the opinion that there is a 
breach of any of the conditions imposed under the license or these rules he shall 
send a report of the violation to the Licensing Authority after giving a copy of 
such report to owner of the equine. 

14. Suspension and Cancellation of License.- After receipt of the report of 
inspection by the inspecting officer or the Police officer under rule 13, if the 
Licensing Authority is of the opinion that there is a violation of any terms or 
conditions imposed under the license or these rules or any other provision of 
the Act, the Licensing Authority may suspend the license pending enquiry and 
after granting an opportunity of hearing revoke the license so granted and issue 
such orders or directions as it may consider proper for the welfare of the equine. 

15. Issue of Duplicate copies of Hcense.- Anv person who has been granted a license 
under these Rules may on proof by him that the original license has been lost or 
destroyed and on payment of a fee of one hundred rupees be given a duplicate 
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copy of the license, which for the purpose of these Rules shall have the same 
effect as the original license. 


16. Contravention of rules.- If the owner violates any of the provision of these 
rules, he shall be punishable under the provisions of the Preventions of Cruelty to 
Animals Act, 1960. 

17. Other Rules.- If there is in force in any area to which these rules extend, any rule, 
regulation or by-law made under any law for the time being in force by any local 
authority in respect of any of the matters for which provision is made in these 
rules, such rule, regulation or bye law shall to the extent to which: 

(1) It contains provisions less irksome to the equine than those 
contained in these rules, prevail. 

(2) It contains provisions more irksome to the equine than those 
contained in these rules, be of no effect. 


18. Application of the Draught and Pack Animal Rules. 1965 not barred.- The 

provisions of these rules shall be in addition to, and not in derogation of, the 
Draught and Pack Animal rules, 1965.
